No terms were 
suggested.

Lieutenant Huse of the Gloucester 
landed at Guanica, Porto Rico, Monday 
with thirty men and had a skirmish 
with the Spaniards.

It is expected that many of those indicted 
for bookmaking at the latter track will be 
included in the list for Harlem. 

Thirty-six “ true bills ” were returned yes- 
terday. The most important was that voted 
on Monday against President George H. 
Wheeler and Secretary James Howard of 
the Washington Park club, charging the 
defendants with keeping a ‘“‘ common gam- 
ing house. There is also a count in the in- 
dictment accusing them of bookmaking and 
selling pools. Both defendants gave bonds 
during the day. 

It was said at the State’s Attorney’s office 
that evidence was expected to be heard to- 
day against all the officials of the Harlem 
Jockey club as well asethe bookmakers. Two 


of the most responsible officials of the club 


are understood to be John Condon and Jerry 

Driscoll. , Johm Hill Jr. has had detectives 

at the track during the last two days and 

it was intimated that much evidence had 

been procured. Among the: witnesses who 

will appear before the jury will be Detectives 
. B. King and Frank McMahon. 

The members of the grand jury are deeply 
interested in. the investigation of gambling. 
During the day they sent for Mr. Hill and 
questioned him for half an hour on the sub- 
ject of gambling in Chicago generally. Spe- 


clal reference was made to the Harlem track. 


Mr. Hill said that he expected full reports 
from the detectives engaged in procuring 
evidence last night and would submit the 
facts to the jury today. 

Besides.the Harlem track, gambling which 
is said to be now carried on aboard boats 
runing to Manhattan Beach probably will 
receiwe the attention of the jury during the 


week. In this connection some evidence is 


said to have been collected already. 

It is probable that in the general round up 
of gambling and gamblers a few bucket 
shop operators and a number of down-town 
roomkeepers may be included. 

Mr. Hill said last evening he knew nothing 
about the issuance of warrants to the Sheriff 
for a raid on the Harlem track today. The 
report credited Mr. Hill with having sworn 
them out. 

President Wheeler and Secretary Howard 
appeared in Judge Waterman’s court in the 
afternoon and gave bonds of $1,000 each. 
Both came into court without the service 
of a capias. Charles W. Wheeler, who re- 
sides at the Auditorium Annex, and L. F. 
Minzesheimer, who lives at the Vincennes 
Hotel, signed their bonds. Charles W. 
Wheeler scheduled real estate valued at 
' $40,000, and swore he was worth $200,000 
over and above his debts.

OLIVETTE SAILS 
WITH SUPPLIES FOR 
WOUNDED IN CUBA. 


‘Takes = Outfit for a 
dred Bed Hospital, a Corps of 
Surgeons, Thirty-four Newly 
Made iLleutenants, and $770,000. 


New York, July ]—The United 
States transport steamer Olivette, Major 
Appel commanding, sailed from the foot of 
Montague street, Brooklyn, at $ o'clock this 
afternoon for Santiago de Cuba, heavily 
laden with supplies for the wounded soldiers. 
The Olivette is the best equipped supply ship 
that has yet been sent to Cuban waters. 

Besides hospital supplies, provisions, and 
delicacies, the Olivette carried $770,000 in 
gold, silver, and bills to pay the soldiers. 
The money was brought to the steamer in 
bags and thence transferred to a safe‘on 
board. It is in the custody of Major C. C. 
Sniffen of the Paymaster’s department, four 
army paymasters, and four pay clerks. 

The Olivette carries a complete outfit for a 
700-bed hospital, or, in other words, 500 “A 
tents. 200 wall tents, and 1,000 cots, with 
bedding and bed linen. There are also. on 
board 2,500 bottles of earbolic acid, 1,200 
packages of sulphur, besides other di 
ants, 100 crates of fresh eggs, and 1,200 
quarts of ice cream.

SCOPE OF PLAN NOW HELD. 


The publication of the pu reported 
on excellent authority, of 
of the Chicago City ay property with 
the properties comprised in the Yerkes sys- 
tems has aroused the ire of the rank and file 
of the City railway stockholders. It is evi- 
dent that if any definite attempt is made to 
effect a merger of these companies the lead- 
ing interests in City railway may find it a 
serious task to deliver the goods to the new 
company, organized to take up the assets of 


present systems. 


The commission houses in La Salle street, 
which are interested in City railway rather 
than in the Yerkes securities, revolt at any 
plan which would allow the Yerkes proper- 
ties to come in on an equality with the City 


railway. 
Plans for the Deal. 


It is understood that the plan of consoli- 
dation, as now tentatively held, is that the 
City railway shall go into the deal with 800 
as the price for the stock, the same price for 
North Chicago, and par for West Chicago. 
Several brokers said that it would be more 
equitable if City railway went in ‘at 500, 
North Chicago at 200, and West Chicago at 
75. A leading banker, however, who handles 
considerable amounts of all these stocks as 
collateral on loans, said that expert railroad 
judgment was against the opinions of City 
railway stockholders, and that North Chi- 
cago paying the same dividends relative to 
the capitalization, and being under more 
direct and easy control from the heart of the 
city than the City railway, should come in 
on equal terms in any joint plan of capitali- 
zation,

Might Mean General Consolidation. 


It is the opinion of those well posted on the 
street railway systems of Chicago that con- 
solidation of either the surface or the ele- 
vated roads would ultimately lead to a gen- 
eral consolidation of all the roads of Chicago 
in one big traction company. There would 
undoubtedly be big economies in such a 
scheme. The elevated lines could be used in 
some instances as trunk lines for long hau! 
electric cars of the surface lines, and useless 
paralleling of lines could be avoided. 

The total capitalization and mileage of 
tracks of such a big corporation\ would be as 
follows, the figures in each instance being as 
furnished by the respective companiesin W.

WILL ASK AN INJUNC CTION 


USTED WARD SUPERINTENDENTS TO 


Their Attorney Will File an Applica- 
tion Today Petitioning That the 
Civil Service Board Be Restrained 
from Sustaining the Results of Their 
Examination—Affidavits to Support 
Their Charge of Fraud—Marked In- 
crease in Receipts at Water Office. 


Application for an injunction against the 
Civil Service board wil) be filed in the Cir- 
cuit or Superior Court this morning by 
counsel for the ousted ward superintend- 
ents, who claim fraud was perpetrated in 
the examination which they failed to pass. 

The orators are those whose names ap- 
peared in print yesterday. Thomas Canon, 
John Snyder, and John D. Robertson attach 
affidavits that their written answers to the 
“duty ’’ questions were purposely lost, un- 
der instructions, by employés of the board. 

At a meeting of the complainants in the 
evening it was decided to ignore the board's 
offer for an investigation and to go at once 


4nto court. President Lindblom asked the 


privilege of coming before the meeting and 
making an explanation, but was refused. 
Addison Blakely, attorney for the orators, 
said: 

‘We will be able to prove that fraud was 
practiced at the examination. We have wit- 
nesses to prove that the questions were given 
out in advance and that certain candidates 
came into the room with the answers al- 
ready written out. The fact that experi- 
enced, competent inspectors failed to pass 
convinced us that the test was fraudulent. 

“TI asked President Lindblom to allow me 
to inspect the examination papers, but the 
privilege was denied. He said it was against 
the rules. The rules require applicants to 
pass with an average of 70 or over. In this 
instance only 14 succeeded in getting this 
average. They wanted thirty-four eligibles, 
so the commission without notice deliber- 
ately violated one of its own pules by adding 
ten points to the average of all under 70. 
In this way fifty-one eligibles were secured.” 

Commissioner McGann in the morning as- 
signed the civil service ward superintend- 
ents to duty. 

In the future the individual order of a com- 
missioner will not be recogyized im the of- 
fice of the Civil Service board.

SPAIN’S TENDER OF PEACE, 
Through M. Jules Cambon, the French 
Ambassador at Washington, the Spanish 
government yesterday afternoon presented 
to the President a message “ looking to the 
termination of the war and the settlement 
‘of terms of peace.” Though the document 
itself is not given to the public as yet, 
enough has been made known concerning 
its general nature to show that it should not 
and probably will not have any effect in 
retarding the present vigorous prosecution 
of the war atall points. The proposition for 
peace is in such vague and general terms 
that it amounts to nothing. It may lead up 
to something in the course of time, espe- 
cially if the Spanish habit of procrastina- 
tion and evasion is overcome by our vigor- 
ous continuation of hostilities, but for the 
present it is a mere confession that Spain 
‘would like peace on some terms unknown,

OUR WAR BILL AGAINST SPAIN. 


have to begin seriously considering the 
amount of the war indemnity which Spain 
must pay when it finally gives up, the 
fight. An interesting article on the war 
indemnities that have been paid by the 
vanquished in other wars of the present cen- 
tury is reproduced elsewhere in this issue of 
Tus Trisune. The writer: of the article 
in question thinks our price of peace will 
probably be $375,000,000 if the war comes 
to an end in a few months from now. 
His figures are too small to cover the whole 
cost of the trouble and expenditure caused 
by Spain’s fatuous action. When all the 
bills come in they will be found to amount 
to not a cent less than $900,000,000— 
the sum which Mr. Dingley recently de- 
clared would be the cost of maintaining 
our present forces in the field for one year. 

It has become a fixed custom in civilized 
warfare that the vanquished shall pay 
to the victor the cost of the war, either 
in money or in territory. This rule did not 
apply, of course, to the terms of peace 
in the civil war, but it did apply to 
the Mexican war, and it will to the pres- 
ent war with Spain. The conditions of 
wer, and especially the relative expensive- 
ness of it, have changed greatly since 1848, 
yet a comparison of the wars is not with- 
out its advantages at this juncture. The 
Mexican war lasted two years and three 
months; 112,000 troops were called out, 
and it cost-the American people $100,000.- 
000. In the present war over twice as 
many troops have been called out, and in 
less than one-half the same length of time 
the hostilities will cost us $500,000,000. A 
little rough figuring thus shows that a 
year of War in 1898, with the same num- 
ber of troops in the field, costs five times 
as much as a year of war half a century 
ago.

The ex- 
pensiveness of all naval operations is 
tremendous. A first-class battleship or 
armored cruiser costs $3,000,000 in the 
building and equipment and the cost of 
its maintenance in war times is on a 
similar scale. The nation that goes to war 
with these intricate machihes net only 
takes the risk of losing them, as Spain 
has done, but it also undertakes to pay for 
the costly job of sending them to the bot- 
tom. Every 13-inch shell that Spain forces 
us to fire will cost that country $1,500, 
and every shot from the smaller main bat- 
tery guns will cost it from $200 to $1,000 
at our end of the line, not to mention what 
it costs the Spaniards where the shells hit. 
The ammunition in a single battleship is 
worth $400,000, and a complete supply 
for all the vessels now at sea in the 
Spanish war costs nearly $5,000,000. When 
the cost of the men and of all the rest 
of the naval equipment is considered it 
is easily seen that a war indemnity now- 
adays is a thing that piles up with amaz- 
ing rapidity. The mere item of coal to 
keep our war fleet afloat a year amounts 
to $3,000,000. A little common sense should 
teach Spain that peace at any price would 
be cheap for it under such conditions.

The war can no longer be stopped with- 
out costing a year’s expenses on the 
present basis. No indemnity can com- 
pensate us that falls short of half a bil- 
lion of dollars or full possession of Cuba, 
Porto Rico, and all the Philippine Islands. 

INCREASE IN RAILROAD EARNINGS. 

The report_of the Chicago and North- 
western road for the fiscal year ending May 
81 last shows a gain over the preceding 
year of five millions in gross earnings and 
three and a third millions in net earnings. 
The road was able to pay three and a half 
millions in dividends and carry nearly two 
and a quarter millions to the surplus ac- 
count. That*is doing well, but other roads 
have not done badly. All the lines have 
been helped by the rising tide of American 
prosperity. The heavy crops and the ac- 
tive demand for them account for the nota- 
ble gains in the earnings of the grain carry- 
ing roads, but the improvement in the con- 
dition of the roads has been general. There 
is hardly one which has failed to participate 
to some extent in that improvement. 

The reports received from 202 roads, with 
a mileage of 158,000 miles, show that their 
gross receipts for the first six months of 
1898 exceed by 5744 million dollars their re- 
ceilpts for the same months in 1897. 
It is believed that when all the roads have 
been heard from the gain in gross receipts 
will be about 65 million dollars. The panic 
of 1893-'94 reduced the receipts of the 


roads for the first half of 1894, as com-. 


pared with the first half of 1898, about 
74%, millions. Then business began to im- 
prove, That improvement was checked 
early in 1897, but since then all the condi- 
tions have been favorable. The freight 
rates have fallen a trifle since 1893, but 
the gross earnings of the roads during the 
first half of that year were 12 millions less 
than for the first six months of the cur- 

nt year, 

The railroads cannot fare badly without 
the country feeling it. So much capital is 
invested in them in the expectation of a 
profit, so many men are employed by them 
—nearly a mition now—and they are such 
extensive consumers in good times of cer- 
tain kinds of products that when the earn- 
ings of the roads fall off materially the com- 
munity suffers. Investors are losers. Em- 
ployés are dismissed or their wages cut 
down. There is less demand for the prod- 
ucts of the steel mills. When prosperity 
returns to the roads capital and labor feel 


the difference. 


The American railways have had rather 
a hard time of it since 1892. Many of them, 
which had been badly managed and had 
too heavy a load of indebtedness, were 
thrown into the hands of receivers. Nearly 
all of them have been reorganized, with 
the exception of the Baltimore and Ohio, 
which willbe soon. Those roads have lower 
interest rates to pay on indebtedness than 
they had befcre they were reorganized. 
With their fixed charges reduced they ought 
to be able to’get along. The immediate 
outlook for all the roads is eminently .satis- 
factory. 

THE CASE OF DON CARLOS. 
The announcement that Don Carlos, the 


Spanish pretender, has secretly left Brus- 


sels for Switzerland probably indicates 
that he is getting ready to strike his own 
nation as soon as he is sure it is down; but 
it also quite probably indicates that King 
Leopold of Belgium has given him a sum- 
mary notice to get out of that country.’. The 
cowardly and selfish ambitions of Don 
Carlos find little sympathy among the En- 
ropean courts. Emperor Francis Joseph 
of Austria long ago forbade him to cross 
the Austrian border. He seems to have 
found ‘some slight encouragement at the 
hands of certain titled adventurers in Eng- 
land, and Switzerland will probably suffer 
his presence, as it tolerates conspirators of 
all sorts for the sake of liberty; but else- 
where in Europe Don Carlos will find the 
cold shoulder and the frowning reception 
he richly deserves, 

Doh Carlos has repeatedly announced his 
intention of heading a Carlist rebellion to 
overthrow the Spanish regency the moment 
‘the latter begins to make peace on Amer- 
ican terms. As these are the only terms that 
will ever be available, and as the Madrid 
government seems convinced that Carlos 
will carry out his threat, his somewhat in- 
significant personality temporarily takes 
on more importance than rightfully belongs 
to it. The existence of a considerable Car- 
list following, especially in the northern 
portions of Spain, cannot be doubted. The 
thing seems to be a pious tradition with 
certain classes of the people, like the Jaco- 
bite creed in England and Scotland that 
so long fed the hopes of the exiled and more 
or less worthless Stuarts, whose case that 
of the Carlos pretenders somewhat resem- 
bles. As Don Carlos seems convinced that 
it is “now or never” with him, he will 
probably stir up trouble when he thinks the 
time is ripe for it—and will be squelched. 

The claims of this professional idler and 
Ppoiitical walking delegate date back to 
1829, when Ferdinand VII. abolished the 
Salic law, thus making it possible for the 
succession to pass to his daughter, Isabella, 
instead of to his brother, Carlos, as would 
have been the case under ,the Salic law. 
The brother, Carlos, entered a protest, and 
there began a desperate struggle between 
the government and the Carlists, which 
finally ended in the defeat of the latter in 
1839. This first Carlos was the grand- 
father of the present one, there being a line 
of three of that name. The second Carlos, 
father of the present one, inherited the 
“cause” and repeated the revolutionary 
tactics of his predecessor, until he finally 
got sick of the business in 1868 and re- 
signed in favor of the present Don Carlos 
Marie-de-los-Dolores. The chances are 
that this Carlos will likewise repeat history 
by going out of the revolution business after 
he gets a good taste of it, for he will find 
that the other European powers will cheer- 
fully aid in making the draft a bitter one 
forhim, — 

The Buropean powers have wisely re- 
trained from lifting a finger in the Hispano- 
Amefican conflict, because they knew that 
Spain deserved to. lose the colonies it had 
so shamefully mismanaged, and because 
they knew this fight was none of theirs. 
But when Don Carlos attempts to stir up

Don Carlos is a man who has never shown 
any mark of ability‘to rule or to do any-

moral strength. He would undoubtedly 
have made even a worse mess of things 
than has the present government, which 
he assumes to criticise so loftily. He proba- 
bly can delude a lot of Spanish malcontents 
into aggravating the bad condition of Span- 
ish affairs for purposes of selfish ambition, 
but no good will ever come from him, 
whether on the throne or off. He ought to 
be suppressed and he probably will be. 


HURRY UP THE RELIEF WORK. 
The West made the war and has con- 
tributed liberally to the ranks of the volun- 
teer army. In one direction, however, the 
Kast exceeds the West, and that is in 
the important branch of relief work. All 
over New England and in various parts 
of New York aiid Pennsylvania the women 
are busy preparing supplies, and the Bcs- 
ton papers print columns of names of those 
who have contributed to the wants of the 
army. At the watering places and sum- 
mer resorts sewing for the soldiers takes 
the place of the usudl seaside gayeties. The 
Volunteer. Aid association of Boston, of 
which the Hon. Sherman Hoar is Presi- 
dent, sent forty tons of relief supplies to 
Cuba on its steamer on last Saturday, in- 
cluding hospital shirts, pajamas, towels, 
handkerchiefs, sheeta, pillow cases, and 
cotton socks, and slippers, as well as gen- 


soups and broths, jellies, canned sour 
fruits, limes, oranges, and tobacco. Tea. 
sugar, soft biscuits, and mild stimulants 
are also included. On Aug. 1 another 
steamer load will be seut to Cuba and Porto 
Rico. The same association is also send- 
ing supplies to the New York and Brook 
lyn hospitals and to hospital ships. The 
following letter from Mr. Hoar to Mr. 
Hayes, Secretary of the association, con- 
tains valuable hints as to the relief which 
is most urgently needed: 

Dear Mr. Hayes: Since I saw you last I have 
been talking with James Creelman, the war cor- 
respondent wounded at Caney. I asked him what 
was wanted at Santiago. He said:: “‘ Ice! Ice! 
Ice! and Oranges! Oranges! Oranges!’’ 

He said that limes were useful, but that the boys 
craved the less harsh acid. Men cry for currant 
Jellies, ices, and oranges. 

He said the absolute lack of such things: is 
pathetic. Men offer $5 for a piece of chicken and 
$1 for an egg, and cannot get them. : 

Dying men are fed on hardtack, : 

Anything to cool the mouth, to taste good, to 
allay fever, will be blessed, but he said it is no 
use to send things unless some one goes with the 
stuff with means to land it and distribute it. Can- 
not we send a supply vessel with ice, oranges, etc. ?

The Volunteer Aid association of Boston 
is of the same general character and has 
the same purpose in view as the Sanitary 
commi¢sion of the civil war, in which Chi- 
cago took so prominent an interest.

SILVER DOLLARS AT SANTIAGO, 

Some of the government officials at 
Washington are displeased at the conduct 
of some Santiago shopkeepers who refuse 
to accept American silver dollars when 
tendered them by the soldiers for more 
than their bullion value, which is now about 
45 cents. Possibly those shopkeepers are 
not deserving of censure. They may be 
rather ignorant men who have handled no 


| American silver dollars, but have handled 


a good many Mexican dollars, which they 


| know are worth less than half their face 


in gold. Of late the Cuban-Spanish silver 
money has been below par and the San- 
tiago shopkeepers may have a distrust of all 
silver. 

They will get over that distrust, how- 
ever, as far as American silver is con- 
cerned when they learn that it is worth 
its face and that it is always good at 
its face value in the payment of debts 
due to American merchants, from whom 
they buy goods. It will not be necessary 
for the military authorities to compel the 
shopkeepers to take silver dollars at their 
face value. 
plain the difference between the Ameri- 
ean and Mexican silver dollars—that the 
former afe kept at gold par and the lat- 
ter are not. Mexican merchants have long 
known the difference.

It is a pity also that those deluded free sil- 
verites who are in Bryan’s regiment or in 
some of the Southern regiments are not at 
Santiago to see how the first impulse of 
tradesmen is to assign to silver its bullion 
value. They know they are safe from 
loss if they take silver’ money on that 
basis. They accept American gold without 
demur. They*know a ten-dollar piece is 
sure to be worth its face. They have a 
wholesome distrust of silver. In order to 
find how much it is worth they put it on 
the scales. The scurvy treatment of 
American silver dollars by the Santiago 
shopkeepers is due to their ignorance, but if 
this country were to adopt free coinage its 
silver dolfars would have no greater pur- 
chasing power abroad or at home than is 
accorded them at Santiago.

Gallantry in Rescue Work. 


‘‘'This rescue of prisoners, including the 
wounded, from the burning Spanish vessels 
was the occasion of some of the most daring 
and gallant conduct of the day. The ships 
were burning fore and aft, their guns and 
reserve ammunition were exploding, and it 
was not known at what moment the fire 
would reach the main magazines. In addi- 
tion to this a heavy surf was running just 
inside of the Spanish ships. But no risk 
deterred our officers and men until their 
work of humanity was complete. 

‘‘ There remained now of the Spanish ships 
only the Cristobal Coion, but it was their 
best and fastest vessel. Forced by the sit- 


ashore the Colon was about six miles ahead 
of the Brooklyn and the Oregon, but its spurt 
was finished, and the American ships were 
Behind the Brooklyn 
and the Oregon came the Texas, Vixen, and 
New York. It was -vident from the bridge 
of the New York that all the American ships 
were gradually overhauling the chase, and 
that it had no chance of escape. At 12:50 
the Brooklyn and the Oregon opened fire and 
got its range—the Oregon's heavy shell strik- 
ing beyond it—and at 1:10 it gave up without 
firing another shot, hauled down its colors, 
and ran ashore at Rio Torquino, forty-eight 
miles from Santiago. 


York, received his report, and placed the 
Oregon in charge of the wreck to save it, if 
possible, and directed the prisoners to be 
transferred to thé Resolute, which had fol- 
lowed the chase.

saved. Had this not been done it would 
have gone down in deep water and would 
have been, to a certainty, a total loss. 

“IT regard this complete and important

Commodore Schley Says His Conduct 
of the Battle Was in Accord 
with Instructions. 


** United States Flagship Brooklyn, Guan- 
tanamo Bay, July 6, 1808.—Sir: I have the 
honor to make the following report of that 
part of the squadron under your command 
which came under my observation during 
the engagement with the Spanish fleet on 
July 3, 1898. 

“ At 9:35 a. m. Admiral Cervera, with the 
Infanta Maria Teresa, Vizcaya, Oquendo, 
Cristobal Colon, and two torpedo boat de- 
stroyers, came out of the harbor of Santilag» 
de Cuba in column at distance, and at- 
tempted to escape to the westward. Signal 
was made from the Iowa that the enemy

About twenty or twenty- 
five minutes after the engagement began 
two vessels, thought to be the Terror and 
Oquendo, and since verified as such, took 
fire from the effective shell fire of the

Vizcaya and Colon, perceiving the 
disaste: to their consorts, continued at full 
speed to the westward to escape, and were 
followed and engaged in a runfiing fight 
with the Brooklyn, Texas, Iowa, and Ore- 
gon, until 10:50, when the Vizcaya took fire 
from our shells.

SHOEMAKERS AT 


‘Women Quit Because of Salary» 


are on strike becauge of a 15 per cent wage 
‘reduction which the women were asked to 
accept, and which caused the latter to quit 
work last Thursday: The men struck yes- 
terday morningg out of sympathy. The 
closing down of the factory ties up a large 
army contract that is only partially filled, 
and both the employés and the head of the 
company, J. E. Tilt, express.a belief that the 
trouble will be quickly settled in view of the 
urgency ‘of the rk. 

The men and women employés both have 
organizations, which have always been rec- 
ognized in settling the wage scale. The 
present trouble is not over the government 
contract, as prices were agreed to by the 
union fur government work separately. The 
trouble came when the company attempted 
to run in regular work between filling two 
army contracts, and asked the women em- 
ployés to do the work at a considérable re- 
duction. The exact scale submitted both 
the employés and the member's of the com- 
pany refuse to make public. 

Since the women struck on Thursday the 
agreement, but failed. Yesterday they | 
issued an ultimatum to the President, J. E. 
Tilt, and when the latter refused to restore 
the old scale to the women all the men but 
“ Bill” Chatfield quit work. They left the 
factory quietly. 

The J. BE. Tilt factory is one of the largest 
in the city, and most of the strikers have 
been in the company’s employ for a long 
time. There ts no ill feeling on the part of 
the workmen, who believe the company will 
give in within a day or two and restore the 
old wage rate. Otherwise the men say they 
will remain out indefinitely from sympathy 
with the women. 

J. BE. Tilt, the head of the company, denied 
last night that the new wage scale was a

The Chicago and Northwestern nearly has 
completed its double track between Barring- 
ton and Harvard. A costly steel bridge has 
been constructed across the Fox River at 
Cary. This gives the road a double track 
from Chicago to Elroy, where connection 
is made with the Chicago, St. Paul, Min- 
neapolis and Omaha. The line from Crystal 
Lake to Lake Geneva has been improved. 
Among the additions and improvements 
made by the Northwestern during the last 
year are the following: Rebuilding and 
straightening main line from Honey Creek, 
Ia., west. This line crosses the location of 
the old track at four different points and 
eliminates 108 degrees curvature. A new 
riveted steel lattice truss, double-track 
drawbridge of 200 feet im length, operated 
by electricity, has been erected over the 
North Branch of the Chicago River at the 
Wells street terminal, replacing a double- 
track bridge 170 feet in léngth. Four new 
single-track steel truss spans, aggregating 
735 feet, were erected in the bridge over the 
Mississippi at Clinton, Ia. A new steel draw 
span, 300 feet in length, has been erected 
in the bridge at Winona, Minn., replacing 
a wrought Iron structure; alsoathe old'shore 
span on the Minnesota side of the river has 
been replaced with a new steel deck riveted 
plate girder, 80 feet in length.

Scalpers Still Unchecked. 


, General Passenger Agents of the Omaha 
roads at their meeting yesterday failed to 
devise means whereby the manipulation of’ 
exposition tickets by scalpers can be stopped. 
The civil authorities of Omaha have been en- 
joined by the courts from enforcing .an 
ordinance prohibiting the sale of tickets by 
scalpers, recently passed by the Omaha 
Council. Railroad officials say they cannot 
make as low rates to the exposition as they 
would like to so long as the scalpers are 
permitted to demoralize the rates. 

The largest warehouse on the lakes has 
been completed by the Great Northern road 
at Superior. It is 1,540 feet long by 132 feet 
deep, and two stories high. There is room 
to accommodate at one time six of the 
largest lake vessels. Contracts have been 
let for another warehouse of the same kind, 
though smaller. It is said to be the intention 
of the road to build a $3,000,000 steel ele- 
vator. The work of construction on the 
Fosstown road is being rusked. Trains will 
be running over it by the end of this month. 

The Chicago and West Michigan will in- 
augurate soon its peach train service. There 
is an enormous crop along the line, one of 
the principal shipping towns being Fenn- 
ville. A large quantity will be brought down 
from Oceana County. The train gathers its 
load in the evening and the fruit arrives in 
Chicago at 5 o'clock the next morning. Com-

The purchase of the Elgin, Joliet and East- 
ern railway by the Illinois Steel company 
practically is assured.

COMMITTEE PLAN OPPOSED. 


zBaltimore and Ohio Reorganiza zation 
‘Project Not in Favor with the 
Stockholders. 


Baltimore, Md., July 26.—[Special.]--Op- 
position to the Baltimore and Ohio railroad 
Reorganization committee's plan is rapidly 
increasing. A conference of some of the 
parties interested was held today. The 
Mercantile Trust campany here yesterday 
and today received a number of responses 
to the circular issued last week by the com- 
mittee of the holders of first preferred stock, 
advising holders of the stock not to accept 
the terms offered by the Reorganization 
committee, but to unite in the litigation 
which is being carried on by the Johns 
Hopkins University.

GENERAL NEWS OF THE COURTS 


Federal Appellate Tribunal Hands 
Down Eleven Opinions—List 
of the Cases. 


— 


The United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals handed down eleven opinions yester- 
day. A number of these had reference to 
patent rights and were of no interest except. 
to the parties concerned. . 

The decision of the lower court in the case 
of Michael T. Dooley, receiver-for the First 
National Bank of Willimatic, Conn., againat 
Sheriff James Pease of Cook County which 
was in favor of the defendant, was affirmed. 
This was an action of trespass, the Sherift” 
being charged with illegally carrying away 
a stock of goods belonging to the Natchang 
Silk company and stored at 213 and 215 Fifth 
avenue. The levies were made in April, 
1805, upon. attachments for $14,786 and 
$8,000. The plaintiffs asserted the goods had 
passed into their hands before the levy was 
made, and for that reason the Sheriff had no 
right to touch them. This claim was not al- 
lowed. 

In the case of Carrie E. Converse against 
the Knights Templar and Mason’s Life In- 
demnity company the decision of the United 
States Circuit Court was reversed. Mrs. 
Converse sued the company in assumpsit 
upon a policy of insurance upon the life of 
her husband, who died on Aug. 25, 1894. Ac- 
cording to the stipulations of the policy he 
had agreed to reside in the pine region in 
Mississippi and not go south of parallei 32. 
Before his death, it Is said, Converse spent 
ten days in New Orleans. The company re- 
fused to pay the amount of the policy, al- 
leging that Converse had violated the terms 
of the contract. The Court of Appeals held 
that Converse, from the fact that he staid in 
New Orleans ten days, was inno sense a res- 
ident of that city, and had not violated his 
agreement with the company. 

The case of the Terre Haute and Indianapo- 
lis railroad company against ex-President 
Benjamin Harrison, as trustee of the Terre 
Haute and Logansport railroad company, 
was decided by Judges Woods and Showa!l- 
ter, who sustained the decree of the United 
States Circuit Court authorizing General 
Harrison to foreclose a trust deed of $1,000,- 
000 on the bond issue of the Terre Haute and 
Indianapolis railroad company..

DENIES WRIT x0 DREYER. 


JUDGE SHOWALTER RULES ON THE 
PETITION OF THE EX-BANKER. — 


In Dismissing Habeas Corpus Proceed- 
ings Brought in His Behalf Holds 
That the Statute Prohibiting Re- 
ceiving Deposits When Insolvent Is 
Constitutional — Unless the United 
States Supreme Court Interferes He 
Mast Stand Trial. oe 


. The constitutionality of the law prohibit- 
ing bankers from receiving deposits when 
insolvent was sustained by Judge Show- 
alter yesterday in a decision given by him 
in the habeas corpus case of ex-Banker E. B. 
Dreyer and his partner, Robert Berger. Un- 
less the Supreme Court, where it is sald the 
case will be carried, overrules the decision, 
Dreyer and Berger will be compelled to face 
in the Criminal Court seven indictments 
charging both with embezzlement. | 

The petition for a writ of habeas corpus 
fer Dreyer and Berger, who were indicted in 
February, 1897, on charges of obtaining 
money under false pretenses, was filed six 
months ago. Only a few persons were pres- 
ent when, early in the morning, Judge Show- 
alter handed down the decision dismissing 
the proceedings under the petition. 

The defendants were represented by At- 
torney Levy Mayer. Assistant State’s At- 
torney A. C. Barnes appeared for Sheriff 
James Pease, the nominal respondent. Berg- 
er was in court and listened with close at- 
tention to the remarks of Judge Showalter. 
Former Banker Dreyer, who Is at the Coun- 
ty Jail«pending the consideration by the 
linois Supreme Court of the supersedeas pro- 
ceedings instituted in connection with his 
convittion for misappropriating funds be- 
longing to the West Park Board of Commis- 
sioners, was not present when the opinion 
was read. 


Asks Leave to Take an Appeal. 


"Judge Showalter in his decision held that 
a statute which forbids an insolvent banker 
from: taking a deposit on the pretense of 
solvency does not deprive him of any lib- 
erty or property, right guaranteed by the 
constitution. Attorney Mayer asked leave 
to file an assignment of errors and to have 
an appeal before the United States Supreme 
Court. The request was granted. 

When the question arose as to whether the 
deferidants should remain in the custody of 
the Sheriff or be remanded into the charge 
of the United States Marshal, Judge Show- 
alter referred the matterto Assistant State's 
Attorney Barnes, remarking that the latter 
knew more about criminal! procedure than 
*he did. It was finally decided that they 
should be turned over to the Sheriff. 

The habeas&S corpus proceedings decided 
by Judge Showalter involved the fate of 
seven indictments, which were voted against 
Dreyer and Berger eighteen months ago. 
These indictments came under the single 
charge of embezzlement, punishable in each 
case by a fine double the amount embezzled 


| and by imprisonment in the penitentiary for 


a term not exceeding three years. 

It is the general opinion that the Supreme 
Court will sustain. the decision of Judge 
Showalter. 

State’s Attorney Deneen and Assistant 
State’s Attorney Barnes were pleased with 
the decision. 

‘*I understand Dreyer will appeal to the 
United States Supreme Court,’’ said Mr. De- 
neen. ‘“‘ Unless he does this at once we will 
call him for trial on the charges of accept- 


solvent.”’ 

The decision also affects the fifteen casés 
against Banker Magill of the Avenue Sav- 
ings Bank. Magill is alleged to have aqcept- 
ed deposits up to the last minute before his 
bank was closed and turned over to an as- 


signee. 
Extracts from the Decision. 

In the course of the discussion Judge 
Showalter said: 

“The petitioners, Edward S. Dreyer and 
Robert Berger, were formerly engaged in the 
business of banking in Chicago. They are 
produced here by the respondent, the Sheriff 
of Cook County, in obedience to a writ of 
habeas corpus. They were held by the 
Sheriff to answer an indictment against 
themselves, framed ona statute of the State. 

** It is insisted on behalf of the petitioners 
that this statute is void, as against that 
portion of the first section of the fourteenth 
amendment of the national constitution, 
which declares that no State shall ‘ deprive 
any person of . liberty or property 
without due process of law, nor deny to any 
person within its jurisdiction the equal pro- 
tection of the laws’ 

“It is.contended by the State that the 
proceeding in this court is premature, aud 
that the petitioners should be remanded 
without inquiry here into the validity of the 
statute. 

“If the statute is unconstitutional, 
claimed, the petitioners are unlawfully held, 
and should be discharged. If the validity of 
the statute were an open question in the 
courts of Illinois, then this court would, 
under. the rulings of the Supreme Court of 
the United States, be excused from consider- 
ation of the question at thistime. But the 
Supreme Court of Illinois in Meadowcroft 


constitutional and valid. The question in 
the courts of the State is, therefore, fore- 
closed. 

“In view of Crowley vs. Christenson, and 
of the absence of any holding by the Supreme 
Court of the United States that a federal 
‘Judge may decline to entertain a scucunathe 
of this kind under such circumstances, I 
think the merits of the present appeication 
must be considered. 


Defines the Offense. 


“ Where, in other words, a banker obtains 
money on the false pretense of solvency, and 
by the want of such solvency repayment on 
demand is lost to the depositor, the offense 
appears 4o be complete. Failure or inabil- 
ity, through insolvency; to pay on demand 
does not make the offense. 

** A statute which forbids a banker, being 
insolvent, from taking a deposit on the pre- 
tense of solvency, does not, in my judgment, 
deprive him of any liberty or property right 
guaranteed by the national constitution. 
Personal liberty and the rights of property 

are in a certain measure subject to the police 
power of the State. But why refer to or dis- 
cuss the police power in connection Witha 
statute which prohibits conduct in itself es- 
sentially unfair and fraudulent—conduct 
which could not be justified as within the 
prerogative of any man, either in his char- 
acter as property-owner or as a man of 


his own interest? 

*‘Counsel argues that conduct such as 
that set forth in this indictment would not 
be deemed even tortious in a civil action. 
Trust and Savings Bank vs. Manufacturing 
Company, 150, 111, 836, seems to imply the 
contrary. But Whatever may be the sense 
of this decision, if the taking of a deposit 
by an insolvent banker from an unwary de- 
positor, and a subsequent loss resulting 
from such insolvency be not actionable as a 
tort, the reason would be the want of care 
onthe part of the depositor himself. No 
commendation. or approyal of the conduct of 
such insolvent is to be implied. 


“Violates No Constitutional Right. 


* It is suggested that a banker who did not 
know himself to be insolvent might be con- 
victed under this act. I do not see how the 
right of an insolvent banker to take money 
as a deposit can be grounded on his igno- 


right will fall within the guaranty of the 
fourteenth amendment touching liberty or 
property, as against inhibitory mate legis- 
lation. 

“ The proposition that the cintius bank- 
er who takes a deposit fs discriminated 
akainst, since any other insolvent may bor- 
row with impunity, is hardly sound. The 
Legislature might, so far as I can see, pro- 
hibit by punitive enactment any insolvent 
from borrowing money, to the loss or injury 
of thé lendér, by using for that purpose the 
false pretense of solvency. 

*“ A law which makes the obtaining money 

false’ pretenses a crime would hardly be 
invalid on the ground that a person using the 
same pretenses but fafling to obtain and 
appropriate money or property thereby 
would not be punishable. 

“It does not appeaf that the rule of evi- 
dence in question hag anything to do with 
the: @etention inow complained of. I think 
the writ should be discharged and the peti- 
tioner remanded to the custody of the Sher-
